3. Rape of the young woman, 

Weger broke down early yes- 
terday and told authorities he 
killed the women during a rob- 
bery attempt.

The two men conferred with 
Kennedy for 2 hours and 40 
minutes on the front lawn of his 
family’s home overlooking the

Kennedy’s acting press secre- 
tary, Donald M. Wilson, said the 
discussion «covered a “wide 
range of matters; one of which 
was the situation in Central 
America.” 

Details Withheld. 

Wilson declined to give any de- 
tails on the discussion. 

He also refused to say whether 
Kennedy supports the action of 
President Eisenhower in order- 
ing American naval units to be 
ready to provide military assist- 
ance to Guatemala and Nicara- 
gua to repel any Communist-di- 
rected intervention in those na- 
tions.

DISCONTINUES ITS. 
DESOTO AUTO 


Production Scheduled 
to Stop Nov. 30, but 
It May End Sooner 
—1649 Dealers Hit. 


DETROIT, Nov. 18 (AP) — 


Chrysler Corp. discontinued to- 
day its DeSoto line of automo- 
biles. 


The corporation notified its 
1649 DeSoto dealers to concen- 
trate their efforts on other makes 
of Chrysler cars. 

Production currently is sched- 
uled to end Nov. 30. It may end 
sooner. 


Chrysler said that “despite a 
general advance in automobile 
sales this year, shifts in market 
patterns, under way for the past 
three years, have adversely af- 
fected DeSoto sales, particularly 
since 1961 mode] introduction.” 

DeSoto introduced its 1961 
models last Oct. 14—a two-door 
hardtop and a four-door hard- 
top. It has announced no sales 
figures since that time. In Sep- 


_tember, the final cleanup month 


of the 1960-model year, only 1243 
DeSotos were registered. 

Chrysler said buyers of 1961 
model DeSotos will be offered 
a $300 rebate on their purchase 
_of any new 1961 or 1962 Chrysler 
Corp. product bought prior to 
Jan. 1, 1963, provided they trade 
‘in the 1961 DeSoto, 
| In a corporate realignment the 
old Plymouth-DeSoto-Valiant di- 
vision was renamed the Ply- 
mouth division, 

DeSoto sales fell from a peak 
of 118,062 in 1955 to about 40,000 
last year. During 1960 about 
20,000 have been sold. The De- 
Soto was introduced in 1928 as 
a six-cylinder 55-horsepower car. 

Chrysler has been building 
about 250 De Sotos weekly since

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (UPT) 
—Congressional military investi- 
gators accused the Army yester- 
day of spending $1,250,000,000 for 
a tank with an uncorrectable de- 


ficiency. 

-The charge was made by a 
special House Armied Services 
subcommittee which held leng- 
thy hearings on accusations that 
the Army spent $1,500,000,000 be- 
tween 1951 and 1960 on nine 
types of combat vehicles which 


were poorly designed and sub- 
ject to regular breakdown. 

The subcommittee generally 
supported accusations made by 
the General Accounting Office 
concerning the M48 medium 
tank. It backed four major crit- 
icisms of the tank by the agency, 


the Army’s “‘sin- 
cerity or dedication to service” 
but there was a question ‘‘as to 
the adequacy of thought and at- 
tention” given to the tank pro- 
ject. 

The subcommittee, the report 
said, was “‘much impressed with 
the fact that the GAO, in the 
main, backed up much of its 
testimony with official documents 
of the Army or the contractor.” 
Army Secretary Wilber M. 
Brucker, in the hearings, flatly 
rejected most of the GAO’s find- 
ings. He said the auditors failed 
to understand “the major im- 


tactical vehicle fleet.’’ 

Besides voicing specific criti- 
cisms of the tank, the subcom- 
mittee questioned the Army’s 
contracting procedures with 
Chrysler Corp. 

It said the Army might have 
been able to produce tanks at a 
lower cost “if there had been 
some competition instead of the 
unilateral selection of Chrysler.” 
The GAO had charged that 
the M-48 tank averaged a per- 
formance failure every 27 miles. 
The subcommittee rejected the 
idea that the tank is not a de- 
pendable vehicle but it did find 
that the M-48 needed a tremen- 
dous amount of maintenance. It 
| called for a research program to 
reduce this maintenance.

The subcommittee recommend- 
ed that the Army “thoroughly 
scrutinize and change its deci- 
sion-making process and com- 
pletely revamp its system of 
field reporting on vehicle per- 
formance.”

The recent article by church edi- 
for John T. Stewart concerning 
Roman Catholic services for the 
deaf and hard-of-hearing in the 
St. Louis area was interesting. 
Father Gruenke, pastor to the deaf 
of this persuasion, is performing a 
valuable service, and good publicity 
leading to a better understanding 

. of the problems of the deaf by the 
general public is always in order. 

But being deaf myself, and for 
20 years engaged in social service 
work among the deaf, I am im- 
pelled to point out a few statements 
made in the article which are mis- 
leading to the point of distorting 
the picture. 

Permit me to take vehement ex- 
ception. to the quoted statement 

_.that “the social life of the deaf is 
'mext to nothing.”” Such misstate- 
ments lead one to suspect that the 
cloistered existence of Father 
Gruenke may present him with a 
somewhat limited view of the deaf 
world as it exists beyond his walls. 

The St. Louis Silent Club and the 
St. Louis Bell Club have been in 
existence for many years. 

_ There is a large and active fra- 
ternal (and insurance) lodge to- 
gether with a functioning ladies’ 
*guxiliary. There is such a bewilder- 
ing confusion of parties, dances, 
¢hurch suppers, picnics, hayrides, 
literary nights, ball games and 
-‘what-not sponsored by these vari- 
ous groups that one is hard put to 
find time to attend even a small 
“number of them. 

In regard to the allegation that 
the deaf cannot enjoy normai recre- 
ational life, please be advised that 
the St. Louis Silent Club and the 
St. Louis Bell Club have sponsored 
basketball and softball teams for 
over 15 years, and each club has a 
jam-packed trophy case to prove it. 
There are at least a dozen teams 
of deaf bowlers competing with 
their normal-hearing brethren in 
leagues scattered all over the city 
besides an uncounted number of in- 
dividual deaf bowlers who are val- 
ued members of teams whose other 
members all have their hearing. 

Tt is all too sadly true that lack 
of adequate. communication media 


here in St. Louis hold top-notch 
positions. 

The article as written by Mr. 
Stewart was good, up to a point. 
It is hoped that the foregoing will 
shed an additional bit of light on 
the matter. The deaf will be handi- 
capped only so long as public ig- 
norance compels us to be. We are 
not freaks. We do not seek: sympa- 
thy but understanding; not charity 
but a chance.

A Swift Response 


President Eisenhower's action in reply to 
the appeals of Guatemala and Nicaragua was 
as firm as it was unexpected. » The President 
dispatched warships and aircraft to help the 
two Central American countries “seek out 
and prevent” Communist-directed interven- 
tion from abroad in their internal affairs 
“should it beeome necessary.” 

This is more than a warning to Castro. It 
is notice to the Cuban regime that the United 
States will not permit the export of its revo- 
lution to nearby Latin American’ States. The 
State Department has repeatedly warned that 
Cuba has been receiving large quantities of 
weapons from the Communist bloc-—tanks, 
armored cars, machine guns, rifles and ammu- 
nition far in excess of defense requirements. 


In the last few days Guatemala and Nicara- 
gua have repulsed what apparently have been 
anti-government revolts directed by Castro 
supporters. Both have decided, according to 
the White House, to complain to the Organi- 
zation of American States. The appeal to the 
United States apparently was an emergency 
interim measure. 

Mr. Eisenhower acted as Commander in 
Chief after reviewing the situation at his Au- 
gusta vacation headquarters with Secretary of 
State Herter, Defense Secretary Gates and 
Gen. Lyman Lemnitzer, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. So the action was consid- 
ered, and was unquestionably based on intel- 
ligence evaluations not available to the gen- 
eral public. 

Whether the action will prove to have been 
justified cannot now be determined. It is 
sure to arouse criticism in some Latin Ameri- 
can quarters, and it doubtless will be said 
that the United States should have waited 
for possible joint action through the OAS, 
Article 15 of the OAS treaty, to which the 
United States is a signatory, says that “no 
state or group of states has the right to inter- 
vene directly or indirectly, for any reason 
whatever, in the internal or external affairs 
of any other state.” 

But the states also have agreed to protect 
one another against aggression. Because of 
Article 15 the United States cannot if it 
wished intervene in Cuba. But it has the 
right if requested, without impinging on Cu- 
ban territory, to prevent the shipment of 
arms and men from Cuba into another coun- 
try for the purpose of overthrowing the gov- 
ernment of the requesting country. 

No doubt the United States would have pre- 
ferred to move through the OAS, which is the 
appropriate medium for such action. But as 
a military leader Mr. Eisenhower knows. that 
it is sometimes necessary to act swiftly, re- 
gardiess of formalities. This may have been 
such a case: much greater mischief in the 
troubled Caribbean may have been averted. 

There is no question but that the United 
States must make every legitimate effort to 
prevent the export of Communist influences 
from Cuba. We do not know to this day 
whether the Castro revolution is indigenous 
or propelled by forces from outside, and we 
dare not take chances.

His indiscreet letter shows he did not. 


The College District Concept 


The campaign for a St. Louis College Dis- 
trict supported in part by local revenues is an 
effort by concerned St. Louisans to meet a 
need they obyiously fear the responsible party 
prefers to ignore. Public education is a direct 
responsibility of the rural-dominated Missouri 
Legislature. Unfortunately that body has 
shown no burning interest to date in Metro- 
politan St. Louis’s growing demand for facili- 
ties for higher education. 

By 1973, studies show, the demand on pres- 
ent colleges in this area will have doubled or 
trebled. In the absence of either a new 
state-supported college here or of a branch of 
the University of Missouri, many capable 
youngsters may be deprived of a college edu- 
cation. The proposed College District is one 
device that could prevent such a tragedy. 

Legislation permitting the création of jun- 
ior college districts has been drafted by a 
committee headed by Ward E. Barnes of Nor- 
mandy. This bill envisions state support in 
the amount of $200 per pupil and local sup- 
port (in St. Louis and St. Louis county) of the 
proceeds ofa 10-cent property tax. On pres- 
ent valuations such a levy would produce 
about $3,000,000 a year. In addition students 
would pay tuition of about $200 annually. 
Proponents estimate the actual cost per year 
per. pupil at $600. No provisions are made

That is where 
most of the taxable wealth that supports 
the State University at Columbia is piled 
up. Would it be educationally preferable 
and financially more efficient for the state 
to establish branches of the University of 
Missouri in the urban centers where higher 


educational needs are obviously explosive? 
The legislative delegations from St. Louis and 
St. Louis county ought to find out. 


Returning the Dependents 


The effectiveness of President Eisenhower's 
order for the gradual return of 284,000 nver- 
seas dependents of United States military 
forces may ultimately depend on the effect 
of the directive-on morale. Defense Secre- 
tary Gates says he thinks there will be no ef- 
fect “because our people are accustomed to 
sacrifice.” But Army Secretary Brucker takes 
a different view. He says he will do every- 
thing possible “to soften the effects on the 
combat effectiveness and morale of our 
Army.” 

The presidential order was issued as part 
of a seven-point economy program aimed at 
saving a billion dollars a year in overseas 
spending. This is part of the Government's 
effort to reduce the gap between the amount 
the Government spends and earns abroad. 
The so-called balance-of-payments deficit has 
been running at more than four billion dollars 
a year and has caused a disquieting drain on 
United States gold and dollar reserves. 

We believe American troops will willingly 
accept any necessary sacrifice, but it may be 
somewhat difficult to explain that wives and 
children are to be left behiffd because of a 
complex international financial situation. This 
may well affect morale, and we hope the ap- 
propriate Pentagon officials take whatever 
steps are necessary to counteract it. 

It is indicated that few dependents now 
overseas will be brought home ahead of time. 
The main reliance will be on sending fewer 
families abroad with replacement troops. The 
military will need to make every effort’ to 
avoid discrimination that would entail undue 
hardship for enlisted men. The major bur- 
den of implementing this program, as well as 
the other economy moves, will fall on the 
incoming Democratic Administration, since 
the reduction is estimated as requiring about 
18 months. President-elect Kennedy may find 
it necessary, or desirable, to make changes. 


Stamp of Approval 

Upsetting scholarly apple-carts is a risky 
business, but Dr. Ralph Eubanks of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas is bent on proving that 
the term “O.K.” originated earlier than sup- 
posed.: Webster’s accepts the version that 
O.K. camé from the O.K. Club which came in 
turn from the Old Kinderhook, N.Y., home 
of Martin Van Buren during the 1840 presi- 
dential campaign. But Dr. Eubanks reports 
in the American Speech Journal that an Indi- 
ana University professor, Robert Gunderson, 
found that the Baltimore Sun used the term 
on Feb. 24, 1840. Months before Van Buren 
was nominated, the Sun said: 


We hope this will satisfy him and that he 
will give us an acknowledgment that it is 
okay. 

We hope that linguists and lexicographers 
might do the same with,.the Eubanks report, 
though we doubt it. The discovery is of some 
importance, however, because of the world- 
wide acceptance of O.K. Even Premier Khrush- 
chev mastered the term, if O.K. can be said to 
require mastery. What it really requires is an 
amenable disposition, not so given to saying 
Nyet. O.K. is a. most .commendable term. 
There is only one last word to be said about 


‘it, and that is what it says.

Recruiting is at the center of the 
corruption which marks big-time col- 
lege sports, It flourishes, sanctioned 
by a code which is not so much a 
guide to conduct as a measure of earn- 
ing power. 

Under ‘the N.C.4.A._ regulations 
when financial aid to an athlete ‘‘ex- 
ceeds commonly accepted, educational 
expenses (tuition and fees, room and 
board, books, and not to exceed $15 
per month for laundry) . . . it shall 
be considered to be ‘pay’ for partici- 
pation.”

DALLAS—Within the next five 
to 10 years American agriculture 
can not only recover from its 
current net income recession but 
reach an “extra fine” level of 
prosperity if the current trend 
toward higher meat consumption 
and the utilization of scientific 
farming methods continues. 


This forecast was made by 
Jesse Dowell, Champaign, IIL., 
farm manager, in a speech before 
a session of the National Insti- 
tute of Farm Brokers here. A 
purofessional affiliate of the 
National Asgeciation of Real 
Estate Boards, the.Institute held 
its annual meetings-in this city 
in conjunction with. NAREB. The 
convention of Realtors. closed 
last night, : 

The Illinois fattahroker said 
that the current severé* recession 
in agricultural net income has 
been caused mostly by one. thing 
—stored grain surpluses. The 
1959 corn and soybean crop is 
being consumed this year for 
feed to meet the incréased 
demand for theat, he said. As 
soon as other stored grain sur- 
pluses have-been used in animal 
feed to meet the heightened 
meat consumption, “excellent” 
nrices for grain as well as live- 
‘ock can return, Mr: Dowell

The achievément of this might 

‘e from five to 10 years, how- 

er, he observed. And, as a 

esult, land prices “‘could go off 

o half price during this period.” 

Dowell quoted a noted animal 
physiologist of the University of 
Nottingham in England, as ex- 
pressing surprise on a recent 
visit to the United States after 
an absence of nine years at the 
“much higher quality of meat 
available in stores.” 

“This is a very important 
trend,”” the speaker declared. 
“We have lived in this change 
and have been so close to it 
that we probably did not realize 
the full extert of it. We devour 
juicier ‘steaks, amd, best of all, 
we can afford more of them 
each year.” 


As a sidelight, Dowell ob- 
served that the increased beef 
consumption ‘‘and especially 
summer charcoaling of many 
more steaks (by home owners) 
has even changed the price pat- 
tern of fat cattle prices. Prices 
used to be highest in summer 
as packers bought to kill and 
age beef in preparation for in- 
creased fall consumption. Now 
steak charcoaling has caused a 
marked increase in the summer 
demand with the result that 
packers have to kill and age 
more in the later spring to be 
ready. This and other reasons 
caused a peak beef price in the 
"late spring the past three years.”’ 


Fertilizers Aid. 


Dowell then turned to a con- 
sideration of the importance of 
the utilization of the latest scien- 
tific discoveries by farmers if a 
higher level of farm prosperity 
is to be realized. 

“In the Corn Belt in the 1950 
decade we have seen commer- 
cial fertilizer replace the neces- 
sity of growing: nitrogen with 
legumes,” he “recalled. ‘This 
has caused a minimum reduction 
ot netincome for those who 
fully understand and properly 
use this new scientific find.” 

He said that as a matter of 
. personal observation earlier this 
year he had seen the important 
and beneficial effect of ferti-

ture appeats to lie ahead, sup- 
plying better steaks, milk, and 
so forth to the 90 per cent of the 
population in cities able to de- 
mand and buy better products, 
as well as the 10 per cent of 
business - minded agriculturalists 
that will survive the five-to-ten- 
year squeeze by making faster 
adjustments after sorting out the 
best tiems to use in the new 
scientific finds. After this adjust- 
ment, it appears we will have an 
extra fine agriculture ahead.” 
Sees Fewer Farms. 


American agriculture, “the 
most dynamic in the world,” will 
continue to be marked by a trend 
toward fewer farms, but these 
farms will be run more effi- 
ciently than ever before, Stephen 
Dorcich, realtor and accredited 
farm broker of San Jose, Calif., 
told a convention session.

Organize 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — A 
group of real estate leaders have 
formed a national trade asso- 
ciation to represent a new seg- 
ment of American finance—real 
estate investment trusts operat- 
ing with the same tax treatment 
as mutual funds. 

Joseph W. Lund, prominent 
Boston realtor and a past presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards, reports 
information of the new organi- 
zation, known as the National 
Association of Real Estate In- 
vestment Funds, with headquar- 
ters at 1737 De Sales Street, N, 
W., Washington, D. C. 

Lund was elected unanimously 
to the presidency of the new as- 
sociation at an organizational 
meeting held in Boston on Nov, 
3. He also is a trustee of Busi- 
ness Property Associates and a 
director of the Old Colony Trust 
Co., and has been a pioneer in 
the real estate investment trust 
field. 

Formation of the association 
stems directly from the action 
of the 1960 Congress in amend- 
ing the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954 to give real estate in- 
vestment trusts the same tax ex- 
emption privileges already given 
to mutual trusts and regulated 
investment companies. 


One Hundred or More. 

As a result of that legislation, 
which becomes effective on Jan, 
1, 1961, real estate investment 
trusts that distribute 90 per cent 
or more of their ordinary in- 


% come are taxed only on their 


retained earnings. Ownership of 
such trusts must be held by 400 
or more persons to qualify for 
this tax treatment. 

Lund pointed out that the 
founding members of the new as- 
sociation include some of the 
longest established and most re- 
spected names in the real estate 
investment field. He said their 
primary purpose is to insure 
the sound development of this 
new investment program in the 
best interests of the investing 
public and of the industry it- 
self. 

The Boston Realtor explained 
the program to real estate leade 
ers from all parts of the nation 
during the annual convention of 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards in Dallas, which 
came to an end yesterday. A 
number of panel discussions 
and formal addresses on the 
subject were scheduled for the 
NAREB meeting. 

In addition to Lund, officers 
of the new Association are: 
vice president, Charles H, 
Doughty of Chicago, a trustee 
of the Wabash Ave. Trust; 
treasurer, George Howland. of 
Boston, who is chairman of the 
Real Estate Investment Com- 
mittee of the Norfolk County 
Trust Co., and a trustee of the 
Chain Store Real Estate In- 
vestment Trust; secretary, John 
Gardiner, a trustee of the David 
Sears Real Estate Investment 
Trust and a partner in the Bos- 
ton firm of Minot, DeBlois & 
Maddison.

tees’ of the Real 'Estate Invest-

Miss Taylor has a sultry emotional depth in playing the

Harvey is intense as the man, although not particularly 
sympathetic. Just why he couldn’t have found a better way to 
“rebel against the wealth and dtvotion his wife heaps upon him 
isn’t made clear. The tragic ending is not dramatically logical, 
depending as it does on a whim of the girl after everything 
seemingly is resolved. Certainly Dina Merrill, as the too-good- 
to-be-true, vastly patient wife has a thankless, colorless role. 


Eddie Fisher, Miss Taylor’s husband, is rather phlegmatic 
as the girl’s platonic friend, a pianist who seems to fill the 
need for a father image. And there is good character work by 
Mildred Dunnock as the girl’s mother who refuses to face 
facts, Betty Field as an acid neighbor, and Kay Medford as 
the garrulous keeper of a motel. 


High Class Chills 


WHEN DORIS DAY goes into hysterics of fear in MID- 
NIGHT LACE,” at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, I'll guar- 
antee you it will send shivers and quivers up ard down your 
backbone. The film, a slickly made, taut and well thought-out 

job, is the most rousing suspense and scare 
exhibit since ‘“‘Psycho,” without being as 
revolting. 

Miss Day, who first was thought of as a 
singer, then as a comedienne, can now be 
thought of as a serious dramatic actress. 
If she were any more convincing in her 
uneasiness that gradually builds to fright, 

then to outright terror, she would have ladies fainting in the 
audience and strong men gasping. 


A London fog is always a good place in which to begin 
a mystery melodrama, so scripters Ivan Goff and Ben Roberts 
have started it in a London fog, thick as, to coin a phrase, 
pea soup. Miss Day is the wealthy American wife of a 
British financier (Rex Harrison). A mocking, sing-song, 
metallic voice plays all around her in the fog, telling her she 
shall be murdered. When she goes quavering home, Rex 
Jaughs it off as the work of a nut. The threat is repeated in 
‘persistent phone calls. Rex and Scotland Yard Inspector 
John Williams suspect Doris is merely having hysterical 
illusions, 

There are all sorts of suspects hanging about—handsome 
John Gavin as a contractor working on the building, a seem- 
ingly friendly fellow who looks as if he could fall in love with 
Doris; Roddy McDowall as the conniving son of the house- 
keeper; Herbert Marshall as a man perturbed about a 1,000,000 
pound shortage in Rex’s company; Rhys Williams as an angry 
debtor; Natasha Parry as the chatty girl in the apartment 
downstairs, and a mysterious character with a hatchet face 
,and a slouch hat who lurks about looking like an 1890 melo- 
drama villain. 


The plot, the throwing of suspicion hither and yon, is 
a bit complicated, but fascinating. If the solution could be 
accused of being contrived, it has been contrived very well, 
like an excellent puzabe. The climax is a somewhere between 
exciting and terrifying, and should leave you limp. I can 


.recommend this as a chiller-diller. 


Moliere Comic Classic 


MOLIERE’S CLASSIC comedy, “THE WOULD-BE GEN- 
TLEMAN,” (‘‘Le Bourgeois Gentilhomme’”’), has been filmed 
as the first of a series by the Comedie Francaise embracing 
its repertory, and is showing at the APOLLO ART. 

As done with high style and finesse by 
the Comedie, under the direction of Jean 
Meyer, it is sparkling and delightful. Mo- 
liere requires style just as much as Oscar 
Wilde. By keeping the ball of satire bouncing 
with a broad and extravagant but man- 
nered technique tHat just falls short of 
burlesque, the company keeps this simple 


‘little piay about a wealthy social climber of the Seventeenth 


century trilling merrily along. M. Meyer has not given us a 
static stage production, a ‘“‘canned” performance. Rather, he 
has moved his camera about adroitly, centering on the action 
with close and medium shots, with occasional long master 
shots, so there is fluidity and grace. 


This mockery of a foolish, immensely rich bourgeois with 
aspirations to aristocracy, surrounded by equally absurd 


‘sycophants and fooled by his daughter and her handsome 


young suitor whom the father has rejected, has been given a 
rich production in costuming and color. Louis Seigner is 
the silly M. Jourdain in a large farcical style, puffing, waddling, 
eye-rolling and beaming, fatuously. There is keen satire, as 
when Jourdain tells his philosophy teacher: “I don’t think 
much of logic. Teach me something simpler.” “‘Ethics?” asks 
the teacher, and Jourdain eagerly agrees. And there is out- 
right bufoonery as the teacher runs the bourgeois through the 
vowel sbunds and Jourdain emits them like the oinking of a 
pig or the hee-hawing of an ass. 

The subtitles, done by Miles Malleson, who has himself 
played M. Jourdain, have all the flavor of the original French, 
and the French itself should be a treat to students of the 
language.

Sixth of a series from 
the book, “Minister of 
Death, the Acta'f Eichmann 
Story.”

ON MARCH 11, 1938, Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart seized power in 
Austria, Adolf Eichmann was 
immediately sent to Vienna, He 
flew from Berlin’s Tempelhof 
Airport in company with the top 
SS leoders, including Heinrich 
Himmler and Reinherd Heydrich. 

Three days after Seyss-Inquart’s 
coup, Adolf Hitler arrived in 
Vienna to arrange for the An- 
schluss. There he was given a 
tumultuous reception by his fel- 
low countrymen. Himmler and 
Heydrich had already left for 
Linz to prepare a great demon- 
stration to welcome Hitler back 
to his childhood home. They took 
Eichmann with them, and be- 
cause of his acquaintance with 
Linz and its officials they put 
him in charge of protocol. This 
marked Eichmann’s sudden rise 
to glory. The backward boy from 
Linz was now admired by the 
whole town and was seen con- 
stantly in the company of Himm- 
ler, preparing for the reception 
of the great Adolf Hitler. — 

After the frantic celebration in 
Linz was over, Hitler signed the 
Anschluss proclamation. 

In the terror following the An- 
schluss several hundred Jews 
had been killed and about 20,000 
who were considered to be dan- 
gerous had been sent to German 
concentration camps, Eichmann, 
who was showing an increasing 
talent for administration, sug- 
gested to Heydrich; who was in 
charge of the Gestapo bureau in 
Vienna, that the numerous bu- 
reaus concerned with immigra- 
tion be consolidated into a sin- 
gle Gestapo department. This, 
he said, would speed up Jewish 
migration. Heydrich accepted 
his plan and put him in charge 
of what was called the Central 
Office for Jewish Immigration. 
Now Eichmann was given the re- 
sponsibility for the entire Aus- 
trian Jewish community, the 
second largest in Europe. At first 
he handled the Jewish leaders 
very tactfully, saying that he 
wanted their co-operation. 


The Central Office for Jewish 
Immigration was located in 
the Palais de Rothschild in 
Vienna. Any Jew who wished 
to emigrate had to apply there 
for exit visas and had to pay 


Eichmann’s activities in Vienna 
and the fact that he had raised 
huge sums of money from the 
97,000 Jews who had left the 
country brought ‘him into high 
favor with his superior, Hey- 
drich. When Eichmann proposed 
a plan for getting rid of another 
1000 Jews, Heydrich enthusiasti- 
cally indorsed it. These would 
be only Jews who could pay for 
their transport. They were to be 
sent on the Hamburg-Amerika 
liner St. Louis, leaving Hamburg 
with orders to sail for the West 
Indies. 

Each refugee had to pay 
$165 for first-class fare or $140 
for second-class fare and put up 
an additional $120 against. the 
possibility that the ship would 
have to return to Germany. If 
the emigrants had other money 
or property it was confiscated. 
Each of the 907 passengers was 
given $11 to help him start a new 
life abroad. The St. Louis arrived 
in Cuba, but the Cuban author- 
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HEINRICH HIMMLER 


The German government 
ordered the ship to return. A 
great-many of the passengers 
had vowed to jump into the sea 
rather than disembark in 
Germany. This elicited the 
sympathy of Holland, Belgium, 
and France, and these coun- 
tries agreed to grant tempor- 
ary asylum to the refugees, 
“pending final arrangements 
for their emigration.” For the 
moment they were saved, but 
when the Germans overran 
Belgium, Holland, and France 
the St. Louis passengers were 
all sent to concentration camps 
and extermination. 


Then on March 15, 1939, the 
Germans . occupied Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

On July 26, 1939, Eichmann of- 
ficially opened the Central Of- 
fice for Jewish Immigration in 
the building of the Jewish Com- 
munity Council in Prague. His 
job was to force every Jew in 
the country to leave Czechoslo- 
vakia. Of course, the Jews’ prop- 
erty was first confiscated. Thou- 
sands were put aboard German 
ships with bogus visas for Latin 
American countries or with Brit- 
ish permits to enter Palestine. 

Eichmann negotiated almost 
daily with Dr. Kapka, president 
of the Prague Jewish Communi- 
ty Council. As the deported Jews 
had no money, it was up to the 
Community Council to pay the 
tax on each person leaving the 
country. Dr. Kapka protested 
that the funds of the council had 
been blocked by the German 
authorities, and he expressed his 
doubt about the capabilities of 
the council to raise any more. 
Eichmann answered (as sworn 
to by Dr. Kapka in London in 


é. 


1945), “If you do not get these. 


Jews out of the country, I will 
order the arrest of 300 men per 
day, and I will send them to 
Dachau and Merkelgrun, where 
I am sure they will become very 
enthusiastic about emigration.”

While 
waiting in line for exit visas, 
Jews were pushed, beaten, and 
cursed. 

It was difficult to find coun- 
tries that would accept the Jews 
of Czechoslovakia, Most of the 
civilized world refused to admit 
penniless refugees. Argentina 
and Chile were the most gener- 


a token number of refugees. 
Most countries insisted that a 
refugee show a certificate of

land ownership or required that 
he put up enough money to 
guarantee his independence so 
as not\to become a burden on 
the country to which he was 


going. 

Eichmann left the dirty work 
to the Gestapo. He moved in 
Czech society, elegantly dressed 
in civilian clothes, and conferred 
with bank representatives on the 
value of confiscated property. 


The only answer that would 
save thousands of lives was 
illegal immigration. Nuftali Pala- 
tin, a medical student at the 
University of Prague, was se- 
lected to organize this. He knew 
that Eichmann’s main objective 
was to remove Jews from 
Czechoslovakia and he felt that 
Eichmann did not much care 
how they were removed as long 
as each one paid a tax. He de- 
cided on a bold move. He would 
go to see Eichmann himself. He 
wrote to him and was invited to 
appear at Gestapo headquarters. 
Armed SS guards escorted him 
to the third floor and ordered 
him to stand at attention in front 
of a door. Finally the door 
opened. He was alone with 
Eichmann. Eichmann spoke 
smoothly and gracefully, as 
though sympathizing with the 
young medical student. He lis- 
tened to Palatin’s story that he 
had secured visas for 350 Jews, 
that they were all ready to go, 
and that negotiations were being 
made for a ship to take them 
to South America. 

Eichmann smiled and said, 
‘Yes, I know who issued you 
those visas to the South Ameri- 
can country but I want to ask 
you where you are really going. 
Don’t bother answering. I know 
exactly where you intend to go 
— Palestine.” 

Eichmann was affable; smil- 
ing, he asked Palatin a great 
many questions about the objec- 
tives of Zionism. Then he in- 
structed Palatin to go down- 
stairs and take all the necessary 
forms for the new emigration 
certificates. Palatin was encour- 
aged by the meeting and was 
convinced that Eichmann was as 
anxious as he to permit the 
transport to leave. He enlarged 
his original list of 350 passengers 
to 550. The emigration certifi- 
cates were all prepared, and 
Palatin was again summoned to 
report to Eichmann. But this 
was a different Adolf Eichmann. 

“So it's you again, Palatin,” 
he snapped. “When are you 
leaving?” 

“We are just finishing filling 
out the necessary documents.” 

“You are a liar,” Eichmann 
shouted. “The documents are 
all ready. If you don’t leave the 
country within 14 days none of 
you will ever leave! Do you 
understand ?”’ 

Palatin could only nod glumly 
and leave the office. Eichmann 
was right. The documents were 
all completed, but so far no ship 
was available. The Irgun Zvi 
Leumi headquarters in Palestine 
(in charge of illegal immigra- 
tion) was trying desperately to 
fidn a ship. Finally from head- 
quarters came an order that dis- 
mayed the young medical stu- 
dent.

What Calories Do 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“MY DICTIONARY defines ‘calorie’ as a heat unit. How 
then, can a calorie affect a person’s weight? a2.” 
_. Yours is a good question, but I can give you the answer 
in a hurry. Yes, a calorie is a measure of heat. However, you 
can translate heat into energy, or energy into heat. For 
example, you can create heat by rubbing two sticks together 
te start a fire. That’s energy converted to heat. Or you can 
convert steam into power to drive a locomotive. That’s heat 
converted to energy. 
... Now, when you eat a steak, a candy bar, a plate of 
spaghetti or ham sandwich, what happens? The food is, in a 
very real sense, fuel for your body—for the human machine. 


Part of this fuel is converted into heat. What do 

you think keeps your body up to 98.6 degrees? It’s heat 

- frem. the fuel—or food. And where do you suppose the 

energy comes from, when you cart your 100 to 200 

pounds of human being down the street to catch a bus 
to go te work? It comes from your food, 


A calorie is the amount of energy (or heat) needed to 
heat a:pint of water by four degrees. Or roughly to let a mah 
of average size climb a hill about 15 feet high. 

If we.eat a day’s food, it has to supply the energy to keep 
the body warm, to make us breathe 25,000 or 30,000 times, to 
make the heart beat perhaps 125,000 times, and to give us the 
energy we need to walk, run, work, think, struggle, sit up, 
blink our-eyes, talk. 


If we eat more than we need te supply warmth and 
movement, the body penuriously saves the excess and 
stores it away as fat. Maybe a fraction of an ounce a

a day. Not enough te notice? 


Half an ounce a day is almost a pound a month, almost 
12 pounds a year, almost 60 pounds in only five years. So it 
doesn’t take much weight, per day, to make you fat. Doesn’t 
this explain why it's silly to pack on weight at a fraction of an 
eunce a day, and then expect to take weight off at the rate of, 
gay, 10 pounds in a week?
